Gramm, a Texas senator, had set the stage for the 


confrontation a few hours earlier, waving his copy of 
a pledge disiribulcd by the Republican Notional

tives to ask Dole why he has refused to sign. 

"There is a divine spark in evep' human life and I 
will fight for that life,*’ Gramm said to applause. ' 

Dole, in turn, said the crises facing Americo's fam- 
ilies and children would not be resolved until govern- 
ment recognized “the sanctity of all human life.” 
Aides said Dole was considering signing the 
pledge, but dropped the idea after Gramm's ploy.

A second legal challenge by an 
environmental group to the conclu- 
sion that more waste storage could 
safely occur would still be pending 
-but its effect should Lodge adopt 
any agreement as a court order 
would be uncertain. 

The Navy is also scheduled later 
this month to argue before a federal 
appellate court panel that the exist- 
ing court order should be at least 
modified so it can immediately 
dump 24 waste shipments in eosicm 
Idpho.

Under the Batt proposal, the slate 
will accept another 968 shipments 
of high-level waste — 97 tons — 
oyer .the next 40 years, including all 
of the anticipated Navy waste.

— new and old — and most low- 
levcl waste will be completely re- 
moved from Idaho by 2036. The 
court-enforced deal, with specific 
milestones on .processing waste for 
removal, carries a doily fine of 
SIOO.OOO, odjusted for inflation, be- 
ginning Jan. I, 2036, until all waste 
is removed. ' 

The proposal calls for far more 
waste shipments than polls indicate 
most Idaho voters would support 


but only half the shipments the fed- 
eral government originolly wanted 
to dump at the INEL and none of 
the commercial waste the Energy 
Department must take responsibility 
for in I998. 

But there were indications that 
Balt’s cap on new shipments was 
probably acceptable lo the Energy 
Department with the hang-up being 
over how those shipments were dis- 
tributed through the 40 years cov- 
ered by the deal. 

Tliere were also suggestions that 
the Justice Department was uneasy 
obout at least some aspects of the

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Jurors 
saw him cry during autopsy testimo- 
ny, bristle at Marcia Clark's argu- 
ments, smile along with Brian

In the rare moments he was 
allowed to venture from his scat, 
O.J. Simpson showed jurors, up 
close, his scarred knee, his gnarled 
knuckles and his million-dollar 
smile.

The stated'nrasoh'for the'decision 
was that the prosecution's case was 
in such shambles it wasn’t worth 
subjecting the cabin-cmzy jury to the 
extra week, or .more, of Simpson tes- 
timony. 

Certainly, legal analysts said, that 
reason wos a factor in reaching what 
is often the most difficult strategic 
defense decision of a trial. But other 
issues also likely were at play, 
including Simpson’s personality and . 
defense fears of distracting the jury 
from the sins of Mark Fuhrman. 

In the end, observers say, the 
defense made the right decision^ 
Although many defendants have tes- 
tified and walked, conventional wis- 
dom has it that putting the accused 
in the hot scat spells conviction. 

“Smart move,’! summed up Tom 
Hoopcs, a Boston criminal defense 
lawyer. 

Yet, the decision is fraught with 
risks.

, WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House voted overwhelmingly 
Friday to accept the recommended 
closure of 79 military bases across 
the couniiy, including shutdowns 
in California and Texas that will 
claim thousandsofjobs. 

The vole was the final official 
step in the 1995 base closure 
round. Within six years, ilie ba.ses 
must be dosed. 

"That was it. It's over now." 
said Rep. Frank Tejeda, D-Tcxa.s, 
who proposed n measure rejecting 
the base closure list. Lawmakers 
defeated Tejeda's proposal, efiec- 
lively approving the closure list, 
by a vole of 343-75. 

Idaho's Mountain Home Air 
Force Do.se was not on the list. 

House approval sets in motion a 
slow process by which the military 
services pack up and close down 
tlte scores of bases on the list. They 
must begin within two years :ind 
complete the job within .six. 

In some cases, jobs or individ- 
ual service members will transfer 
torotlier bases. The Pentagon 
offers an array of programs to 
help communities find other job- 
producing uses for closed bases. 
But overall, the closures will 
claim thousands of jobs — and 
save taxpayers billions of dollars. 

"We simply cannot afford to 
keep all the insU'tllalions and facil- 
ities open,” said Rep. Floyd 
Spence, R-S.C., chairman of the 
Mouse National Security 
Committee. 

In all, the commission recom- 
mended closing 79 bases and 
realigning 26 others, for anticipat- 
ed .saving.s ofSI9.3 billion over 20 
years. The commission .said its 


closure plan will .save S323 mil- 
lion more than Clinton’s original 
proposal. 

California stands to lose 19,372 
military and civilian jobs, the 
commission said. An additional 
22,898 indirect jobs would be lost 
at dry cleaners, fast food restau- 
rants and other business that 
depend on bases for customers. 
Texas would lose 13,381 civilian 
and military jobs and 19.476 indi- 
rect jobs. 

Nationwide, this fourth round of 
closurc.s would re.suli in a nut loss 
of 43,742 military and civilian 
jobs and 49,823 indirect jobs fora 
total loss of 93,565, the commis- 
sion estimated. The nutiunwide 
impact appears mild in compari- 
son with the Texas and California 
losses because .some base closures 
will move jobs from one state to 
another. Oklahoma, Utah and 
Georgia, for example, stand to 
gain jobs. 

Predictably, opposition to the 
closure list came from districts 
adversely affected by the recom- 
mendations of the Defense Ba.se 
Closure and Realignment 
Commission. But districts helped 
or not alTecled by the recommen- 
dations far outnumbered (hose (hat 
were.

Astronauts send satellite to study sun 

CAPE CANAVERAL. Flu. — Endeavour’s astronauts completed their 
first big job in orbit Friday, releasing a satellite to study charged particles 
hurtling from the sun tliat can disrupt radio communications and electri- 
cal systems on Earth. 

For two days, the $8 million satellite, called Spartan, will observe the 
solar wind blowing from the sun’s north pole, 93 million miles away. 

Astronaut Michael Gemhardt used Endeavour’s 50-foot crane to lift 
the shiny, boxy Spartan from Endeavour's cargo bay 24 hours into the 
shuttle flight. After he released the snares, the 2,800-pound satellite did a 
slow piroultc and the shuttle backed away. 

The five astronauts will retrieve the satellite Sunday and stow it for the 
trip home. Ihcn they >vill release another satellite for two days of free 
flight, this one to produce ultra-thin film for semiconductors in the pure 
vacuum created in the cnifUs woke.

— Ari abortion opponent who pleaded guilty to 
flrcbombing six clinics was sentenced Friday to 20 years in federal 
prison. 

Rochelle ’’Shelley" Shannon, already serving a term for shooting nn 
abortion doctor in Wichita, Kan., in August 1993, will serve her federal 
sentence after her Kansas term winds up in about seven years.

- Shannon, 39, sat motionless throughout the sentencing hearing and 
declined to make a statement when Redden osked her if she wished to 
speak.

WASHINGTON (AP) — If 
William V. Roth Jr. takes over the 
Senate Finance Committee, from 
Bob Pnekwood as expected, n irue- 
blue advocate of tax cuts will 
replace a maverick deeply skeptical

Roth, who said Fridoy he’d be 
honored to accept the chaiimonsliip, 
first gained national prominence in 
1981 as a co-aulhqr of the big 
Reagan- tax cut. And he has 
expressed a willingness to tackle the 
• broad-bused tox reform that 
Republicans hope to place at the 
center of the 1996 election com- 
paign. 

Although he hasn’t endorsed a 
specific plan such us the flot-ratc 
income tax pushed by several con- 
servative lawmakers, os long ago as 
1 986 Ke proposed a business transfer 
tax, a kind of value-added tax on 
gross business receipts. 

“As someone who went through the 
1994 election cycle, i heard the voice 
and will of the American pMple loud 
and clear. I know that Americans want 
real tax reform," -he said. 

Packwood, R-Orc., announced his 
resignation Thursday, one day oftcr 
the Senate Ethics Commiltcc unani- 
mously recommended his expulsion 
on findings of sexual misconduct 
and abuse of ofTtcc. 

Friday, Packwood- also stepped 
down as chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, and .soid his res- 
ignation would take efTcct Oct. I. . 

With Packwood’s departure, Roth's

Roth was an original co-author of 
the Reagan tax cut, along with then-

ry" and big revenue goins for the 
Treasury. 

Critics, however, see it not so much 
os responsible for the long economic, 
expansion of the 1980s but for huge 
growth of the national debt. 

“This is the'kind of guy who 


thinks if you hove big tax cuts for 
rich people and bust the budget, 
that’s solid policy. Thai’s a scary 
kind of guy to have in charge of any- 
thing," said Robert S. McIntyre, 
director of the liberal Citizens for 
Tax Justice. 

As chairman of the' Finance 
Committee, Roth would find himself 
at center of far more than taxes.

Oespiie the blistering tone, Yeltsin offered no new Russian initiatives 
to end the war in the Balkans and provided no specific offers of new 
help for the Serbs. 

“Why arc only the Serbs punished?” Yeltsin complained at a packed 
news conference in Jhe Kremlin. “Why aren't those who stage provoca- 
tions punished?” 

' His remarks come a day ahead of a special session of Russian parlia- 
ment, at which lawmakers are expected to rebuke the Kremlin for not 
doing more to prevent the NATO bombings.

GENEVA (AP) — Bosnia’s war-

The breakthrough, d compromise 
clinched after weeks of U.S. shuttle 
diplomacy, was not expected to pro- 
duce a quick end to the fighting.

NATO sent its jets against Bosnian 
Serb targets again iFriday and sold 
they would not stop the punishment 
until the rebels pull their big guns 
awoy from Sarajevo.

He declined to name the farmer. 

The BLM can fine farmers who bum fields with- 
out permits between May 10 and Oct. 20. 
Regardless of whctltcr the farmer has a permit, a 
farmer can be held liable for the cost of fighting a 
fire, said Pam Wallace, a BLM fire information 
officer in Shoshone. 

Chatterton said the farmer had a permit. 

The BLM usually settles with farmers and no 
legal action is required, Wallace said. The bureau 
collects from farmers-in most cases one way or 
another. 

Each year, three to four fires are caused by field 


bums that get out of hand in the west zone of the 
BLM’s Upper Snake River District, which 
includes S,000 square miles of federal land around 
Twin Falls, Shoshone, Burley, north-eastern 
■ Ncvbda and north-western Utah, Such fires com- 
prise only three to four percent of the total in the 
area, Payne said. 

Among human-caused fires, motorists. with 
engine problems pulling off the road into a field is 
the most common cause, accounting for more than 
half the human-caused fires the BLM fights in the 
zone, Payne said. 

Fighting fires on federal land in the zone can 
range in cost from $200 to $200,000, depending 
upon the amount of resources expended and the 
value of the land. If the fire is near a structure, the 
department will double its efforts, Payne said. 

"It's in the location. An ag burn in Blaine 
County in' September next to a housing develop- 
ment would be horrifically expensive. We're talk- 
ing $200,000 just for starters,'! he said. 

Permits for field burning arc free and farmers 
can obtain them by calling the BLM at 1-800-974- 
2373. 

Farmers can get permission to burn over the 
phone, and begin the same day without waiting for 
a permit to arrive by mail. 

Permits are valid for ten days and can be 
renewed for another ten days with a phone call. 
When a farmer calls for a permit, it gives the BLM 
a chance to advise him of fire and smoke dispersal 
conditions, Payne said. 


Paul mayor: Petition opposing 
joint dog pound came too late

PAUL - A petition opposing the 
north Paul location of a county animal 
shelter came far too late, the mayor 
says. 

Mayor Gene Hansen said he plans 
to sign on agreement tliat would allow 
construction to begin on the shelter. 
The shelter would serve the cities of 
Rupert; Paul, Heybum, Acequia and 
Minidoka, along with the rural areas 
of Minidoka County. 

“The petition has no bearing. We 
had our publie hearing and every- 
thing's done on it,", Hansen .said in an 
interview this week. 

Paul re.sidcnt VerRona Harper, the 
wife of Minidoka County 
Commissioner Lnny Harper, drafied. 
the petition ihcdlrst week of August, 
and more than 80 signatures were pre- 
sented to council members at their 
Aug. 9 meeting, she said. 

The shelter would lower property 
values in a residential area west and 
northwest of Paul, and noise from the 
shelter would be a nuisance, she said. 

A public hearing on the location 
was held in October of 1993. The site 
is the location of a now-vacant city 
sewage treatment plant. It is near the 


northern boundary of Paul's city lim- 
its in a field to the north of Paul 
Elementary School, 

Ground was broken there May 1 0. 

Minidoka County commissioners 
agreed Aug. 28 to contract with the 
cities of Rupert, Paul, Heyburn, 
Acequia and Minidoka for animal 
control services in Uic unincorporated 
ports of the county. If signed by may- 
ors of the five, cities, it would clear the 
way for construction to begin, .said 
Gar Loosli, a Rupert council member. 

“Everybody's agreed to sign it. It's 
just a matter now of getting it down 
on the document,” Rupert Mayor 
Dwindle Allred said Friday. 

Harper said she and several who 
signed the petition didn't know about 
the hearing two years ago. 

“That's the big complaint that peo- 
ple have is that they were not aware ut 
the time to voice their opinions about 
it,’’ Harper said. 

City Clerk Lois Landrum said the 
meeting was advertised in an area 
newspaper and that she posted notices 
at the post office, a supermarket and 
at the Paul city hall. “Now that every- 
thing's finalized, all of a sudden 
everything comes back. It's loo bad, is 
what it is, it’s just too bad," she said. 

Harper said there is considerable 


opposition to the cho.sen location. 

.“Tlierc's a group of residenjs in the 
western part of Paul and they all arc 
prclty’much wondering how they can 
get this decision reversed lus to putting 
the dog pound in Paul." she said. 

She said she wonders why city offi- 
cials agreed to locate the shelter inside 
the city limiLs. 

"We just feel that there would be so 
many other places that would be suit- 
able-for a county dog pound. I know 
that there have been a lot of other sites 
talked about," Harper .said. 

Ha^nsen said the shelter can't hurt 
. property values any more than the old 
city sewage ircaiinent ploni that sits 
on Uic same piece of land and that no ' 
noise will be audible from inside the 
shchcr. 

"It's a plus in every way for the 
people of Paul. We've got a piece of 
property that's silting there that is in a 
good central location for everybody.” 
he said. ' 

Hansen .said that Paul - which has 
no dogcateher - will gel help from the 
other cities' dogcalchcrs when they 
come to drop animals off at the shel- 
ter. In lieu of paying a share of con- 
struction and maintenance expenses, 
Paul will provide sewer and water scr-. 
vices to the shelter, he said. 


Albion thirstier than anyone knew; officials begin reading meters

. ALBION - Nobody realized how much 
water they were using until the city started 
reading water meters recently, and changing 
from a flat fee to increasing rates raised a howl 
from residents. 

Those new rates, however, would not 
exceed $29.50 per month regardless of how 
much water residents use. - 

But that can't continue forever, Mayor 
Donald Danner said Friday. 

“It costs money to pump that water,” he 
said. “We can’t just kceii giving it sway." 

It's likely that a more realistic charge will be 
established in the future, he^id. More experi- 


ence wiUi reading the meters and more educa- 
tion on how much water each household uses 
will help the City Council better gouge user 
fees in the future. 

So far residents - who have been paying a 
flat monthly fee - have held off high water 
rates, but water usage is a problem that will be 
discussed again, Danner soid. 

For now a compromise was struck on the 
city’s water rotes. Residents pay o base rate of 
$20,50 per month. An additional $.30 per 

1.000 gallons is charged for usage in excess of 

24.000 gallons up to 54,000 gallons - for a 
maximum S29.S0 pcr'momh. 

Anything over 54,000 gallons of water is 
free. 

The city started reading water meters and 


adopted its thrce-year-old user rates lost month 
to cover operation and maintenance costs and 
to pay off the bond used to update the water 
system in 1992. Also, a rate schedule was 
deemed the most equitable way to force those 
who use the most water to pay for whot they 
use. And user rates can be a monetary incen- 
tive to force water conservation. 

Conservation is a relevont issue because the 
city docs not have an unlimited water supply, 
Danner said. Though the city’s water system 
wos updated in 1992, there arc limes when the 
system’s three wells can't keep up with 
demand. 

This summer, beginning in the first week of 
August until the first week of September, resi- 
dents were asked to water lawns on a iwcKlay- 


on. two-day-off schedule. TIic city wanted to 
insure its wells would have enough water to 
provide proper fire safety. 

The two doy on-o^ policy is not new to 
Albion residents. For years, residents have 
been asked to comply with this plan during 
summer months. 

The low water levels may have o lot to do 
with the fact that the majority of households 
are using well in excess of 54,000 gallons per 
month. . 

City Clerk Bennie Chatbum said that only 
24 homes used less than 54,000 galloms, and 
18 used less than 24,000 gallons. 

After checking the meters a number of 
times, it's been determined that the problem 
doesn’t lie witliin the meters. The manufactur- 


er of the meters lio.s also assured the city that 
the meters have been read correctly. 

So why is Albion using so much water? 
Residents like Dave Bennett, told the City 
Council that there was just no way he and his 
family could have used 90,000 gallons of ' 
water last month. 

"Something's way ofT,” he said. 

Other residents with even higher bills were 
just.as certain that the numbers had to be 
^v^ong. 

But Dunner and'council members Gary 
Crawforth and James Kell, Jr. soy that most 
residents just oren't oworc of how much water 
they use. “I suspect we|re using a lot more 
water than wc think," Crawforth said. "No one 
knew what they were using." • •

Committee: Hike college support 


BOISE (AP) — The stale Board of 
Education's Finance Committee is 
recommending nt least a 9 percent 
increase in stale support for the uni- 
versities and Lcwis-Clark State 
College in the 1996-1997 school year. 

The committee Friday proposed set- 
ting the higher education budget at no 
less than S187 million, which would 
trim nearly S7 million from the 
amount tlie four schools sought. 

But in forwarding its recommenda- 
tion to the full board, the committee 
left unresolved the fate of SI. 8 million 
for'continued expansion of engineer- 
ing education at Boise State 
University and $500,000 to expand 
health education opportunities at 
Idaho State University. 

It will be up to the full board to 


decide whether to include those 
spending proposals in the budget plan 
it submits to governor this fall and to 
lawmakers next winter. Including the 
entire amount and pushing the total 
request to SI 89.3 million would result 
in a proposed 10.7 percent hike. 

Tlic schools had sought a 13.3 per- 
cent boost in support. 

The budget proposal could also be 
eventually adjusted for the stole 
employee pay increase adopted by the 
Legislature. It is currently calculated 
on the assumption that the increase 
will match this year's 5 percent. 

'The committee blueprint does 
include more than $3.6 million to 
begin bringing faculty salaries at ^e 
four schools up to the average being 
paid at similar institutions in the 


region. That amount would provide 
another 3.5 percent average pay 
increase on top of.whatcver general 
pay hike is approved. 

^ Sp-callcd salat^cquity has been a 
major concern ofthe board’s os the 
universities try to recruit quality pro- 
fessionals for classrooms and neadem- 
ic'oftices. Problems have also arisen 
over what is called salary compression 
when newly hired faculty members 
are being paid nearly as much as vet- 
eran' professors, whose paychecks 
hove been eroded over the years by 
inadequate annual pay increases. 

The four schools would also have 
access to a pool of S2 million that the 
committee rccommcttdcd be creoted 
to finance expanded use ofhigh tech- 
nology for post-secondary students 


State cites 2 more for mistakes 
in labeling, dispensing drugs 


BOISE (AP) — State regulators this week odded two 
names to a growing list of piiarinncisls who made mis- 
takes on prescriptions this year. 

Eight pharmacists have been issued citations for mis- 
labeling bottles or giving customers the wrong medi- 
cine so far in 1995. Only two or ilircc pharmacists ore 
disciplined for prescription crit)rs in most years. . 

“This i.s a concern of all of us." said Jack Jones, a 
member ofthe slate Board of Pharmacy. "Realize that 
when you're dealing with humans, errors happen, 
whether we like it or not." 

Four ofthe 1995 errors reportedly made cuslorncrs 
sick. No one died as a result of die mistakes, but one 
Boisc-area man fell into a coma and was briefly hospi- 
talized after a pharmacist gave him pills intended to 
treat diabetes instead of the anti-nausea drug he was 
supposed to get. 

At a recent meeting in eastern Idaho, thk Board of 
Pharmocy fined two pharmacists, one in Boise and one 
in Idaho Falls, for incorrectly filling customers’ pre- 
scriptions. Doth customers recognized the pills were 


wrong and returned them to the pharmacy without 
swallowing any. 

Two other pharmacists were disciplined for using 
their pharmacies’ drugs without q prescription. 

They were not accused of prescription-filling mis- 
takes. but one of them caused three car wrecks after 
swallowing potentiolly addictive drugs at work and 
then trying to drive home. 

A Boise pharmacist accused of misfilling pr^rip- 
lions has received two citations, this year. Jlmccl 
Ferris, who worked at a Pay Less Drug Store In Boise, 
was fined $500 for mixing up two drugs with similar 
names. • 

Earlier this year, lie reportedly gave a customer a dia- 
betic medication called glipizide instcad.of-a.iicw anti-_ 
nausea medicine called Propulsid. 

The patient, who did not have diabetes, went into a 
coma and was hospitalized. He died five weeks later of 
cancer. 

Ferris still is licensed os a pharmacist In Idaho, but 
Pay Less ofTicials said he no longer works for them.

Chartres, 48, soid this week he was not 
adamantly opposed to the ordination 
women, but had voted with the minori.ty, 
against the measure in 1993 because he felt 
(he debate needed to continue longer.' 

■ The first womch were ordained as priests 
in the Church of England in March 1994, 
and thcrcarc now more than 1,400. 

Appointments are made by Queen 
Elizabeth II, supreme governor of the 
Church of Englimd, acting on the advice 'of - 
the prime minister and. the Crown 
Appointments Commission.

1 come from South Carolina, where iris 
not uncommon for TV sports commentators 
to remark on the uncommon loyalty of the 
fans in the face of so many years of disap- 
pointment. This is the land of the fabled 
Chicken Curse, which is blamed for the' 
misfortunes not only of the Gamecock foot- 
ball squad, but of anyone who has ever 
been remotely connected with the 
University of South Carolina. 

Therefore, it is wonderful news that col- 
legiate football players are now ofTicially 
allowed to pray in the end zone. Somebody 
needs to be thanked for every touchdown 
we muster. 

If you hadn't heard, the National

Collegiate Athletic Association (rend: 
Goliath) recently issued a list of celebratory 
no-nos — things that athletes can't do in 
the end zone without penalty. They include 
taunting, dancing, spiking the football and 
any other “delayed, excessive or prolonged 
act by which a player attempts to focus 
attention upon himself.’’ 

They also included kneeling. 

Enter Jerry Falwcll’s Liberty University 
(read: David) and a lawsuit including the 
key phrases “religious liberty” and “civil 
rights." 

Goliath quaked. And now our worshipful 
wide receivers may kneel away in the end 
zone — as long, of course, as it is not a 


delayed, excessive' or prolonged act by 
which a player otlcmpls to focus attention 
upon himself. 

< Vince Dooley, the University of 
Georgia’s athletic director, is chairman of 
the NCAA rules committee that “clarified" ■ 
its prayer ruling thusly: Players may “kneel 
momentarily at the conclusion of a play, if 
,in the judgment of the official, the act is 
spontaneous and not in the nature of a 
pose.” *0 

Whoa. 

If I were a referee. I’d be looking for new 
work about now. 

Let’s see — I’d have to run up and down 
a football field, dodge Rcfrigemlor-wanna- .. 
bees, endure derision for unpopular calls 
AND decide if someone’s prayer is sincere? 

In most circles, that decision’s up to God. 


The player praying in tiic end zone is 
football’s equivalent to the Catholic basket- 
ball player making u sign of the cross on the 
foul line. 

Sincerely done, they're nice- gestures, and 
no one wants to challenge religious libenics 
and civil rights. 

But they escort us into the iffy territory of 
“Whose side is God on?” (From the record 
book, I suspect he’s with the Fighting Irish, 
but that’s another story.) 

Don't get me wrong. Personally, I think 
the NCAA ought to let the players don Ids 
and do hula dances in the end zone if they'd 
like. They’re kid.s, for crying out loud. Kids 
at play. 

But, if we're going to ban attention-get- 
ting acts, it's a dangerous business to .sny 
the bent knee is exempt. not a natural 


act anymore, unless you’re at bedside or in 
a building where the windows arc made of 
stained glass. In fact, there arc plenty of 
churches around where people don^ kneel 
at all. ■ 

Grunted, kneeling in thanksgiving may 
come naturally to tiic players at Liberty 
University. But at the University of Secular 
Society, which is where most of our NCAA 
boys are^playing, there are plenty of QBs 
and TB.s and WRs who might kneel because 
it's the only aitcniion-gctting device avail- 
able without n 1 5-ynrd penalty. 

Lead them not into temptation.

Mormons to sviden college reach 

PROVO, Utah — Mormon Church leader Boyd K. 
Packer said The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints is seeking to widen its reach to students at 
other colleges and universities besides Brigham 
Young University. • 

Packer, president of the Council of Twelve 
Apostles, spoke before some 2,000 faculty, staff and 
administrators at Brigham Young University recently 
for the school’s annual University Conference. 

At present, the church spends S300 o year for each 
of the 198,000 students enrolled ot its Institutes of 
Religion, he said. In comparison, more than S7,S00 o 
year is spent on each student ot BYU and more than 
S12.000 per student goes to the BYU-Hawoii cam- 
pus. All of the money comes from church tithing 
funds. “That inequity worries the Brethren," Packer 
said. “We arc trying to reach out to those in public 
colleges, as well to the collcge-age members who are 
not, for various reasons, in school." 

As a result, institute classes offer religious instruc- 
tion to those not attending church-owned schools. 
More and more addresses by church general authori- 
ties speaking on BYU's campus also are broodcast to 
institute students by satellite, Packer said.

Baptist slavery apology questioned 

DALLAS — The president of the second-Iorgest 


denomination of black Baptists on Thursday ques- 
tioned the sincerity of an apology for slavery and 
rocism made by the Southern Boptist Convention, 
the largest mostly white Baptist group. 

“You may say an apology is better late than never. 
True. But is the apology valid?" E. Edward_^ones 
said during the Nationol Baptist Convention pf 
America’s annual meeting in Dallas. 

The threc-day convention, which ended Friday, 
attracted 10,000 members. 

Dr. Jones questioned whether the Southern 
Boptists were reoliy repentant when they made the 
apology.this summer or merely trying to attract more 
black members. 

He noted that Southern Baptists' fastest-growing 
membership is among blacks. 

Southern Baptists have denounced racism for a 
half-century, said Richard Land, executive director 
of the Christian Life Commission of the Southern 
Baptist Convention. He said he would sadly admit 
that local congregations have "not always been up to 
our resoluiionary goals." 

Southern Baptists split from other Baptists over 
the slavcry'issue 150 years ago,

Youth services make comeback

CHICAGO — Fifteen minutes into 
ihe^crmon at the Apostolic Church 
oftJod in Chicogo. 5-year-old Alia 
Brothers gets bored. Then she falls 
asleep. 

“She loves the choir, and she 
knows a lot of Bible principles, but 
whro she hears the' pastor speak, it 
goes over her head," Alin's mother, 
Marloyn Brothers, said as they wor- 
shiped together one recent Sunday 
morning. 

Rather than force Alia to sit 
uncomfortably omong a row of 
adults, impatient with her constant 
fidgeting. Brothers takes her daughter 
to onother wing of the building, 
where a special service, is being held 
just for cmldren. 

The programs arc primarly the 
some. There is music, singing and 
praying. But the musicians, ushers 
ond choir members are 13 and under. 


On this Sunday, the "sermon .is deliv- 
ered by one of Apostolic’s young 
' assistant posiors, but on special occu- 
sions, children arc allowed to lecture. 
"This is ministering (at her level), and 
that is why wc come to church," said 
Brothers. 

The concept of special scr\’icc.s for 
children has been around for decades, 
beginning in the mega-churches of 
the Bible Belt. After falling from 
grace in the 1980s — as the church- 
going population, in general, declined 
• — youth churches ore experiencing a 
resurrection, religious leaders said. 

The trend has spread beyond the 
Protestant religion. Some Jews and 
Muslims olTcr services tailored for 


children. Some churches, .synagogues 
and mo.squcs hold youth scrvice.s in 
order to moke worshiping more inicr- 
csting and comprehensible to young 
people. It also allows adults to wor- 
ship without distractions and provides 
additional seating for growing con- 
gregations. 

Reasons for the growing popularity 
of youth churches arc problems with- 
in the family, the workplace and soci- 
ety, religion experts said. In some 
cases, the services have g"bnc beyond • 
the basic Bible principles to include 
worldly concerns, suph as broken 
families, gongs, drugs.iscxuality and 
current events, such ns the Oklahoma 
City tragedy.

Prison tries to offer 
variety of services 


AIRWAY HEIGHTS. Wash. 
(AP) — Tlicy huddle over candles 
made from butter or baby oil and 
wicks made of matches. They put 
up fliers advertising their religious 
meetings, but the fliers are ripped 
down. 

They’re pagans, witches and 
■Wiccans, and they want some- 
place to worship. They're also be- 
hind bars. 

“We don't want anything more 
than anyone else has,'' said Randy 
Koivu, 47. “We want at least as 
m uch,” 

Koivu sat with other male in- 
mates in foiding chairs around a 
long table, in a sterile, white room 
used for studyand worship by reli- 
gious groups in the Airway 
Heights Corrections Center west . 
ofSpokanc. 

Tlte inmates talked about Wicca 
with a witch volunteer from out- 
side the prison. The recent Satur- 
day meeting was the first for those 
interested in Wicca, a pagan reli- 
gion embracing many practices, 
including witchcrafl, shamanism 
and divination. 

Wicca, a religion of tltc indige- 
nous people of Northern Europe, 
predates ^Christianity. Most Wic- 
cans subscribe to a female goddess 
and a male god, although some 
only believe in a goddess. There's 
no Satan in Wicca. 

Practitioners worship nature and 
subscribe to the Wiccan Rede — 
any action that harms anotlicr will 
come back, threefold. 

Under a federal law adopted two 
years ago, prisons must provide 
the opportunity for all recognized 
' religions to worship. 

Since 1986, the Washington De- 
partment of Corrections ha.s recog- 
nized Wicca in its handbook ofre- 
Hgibus' beliefs ■an'd'pracllces, 
which includes 23 religions. 

Yet inmates with Wicenn lean- 
ings in the Ainvay Heights iprison 
say they arc having a tough lime 
starting a study group, finding a 
place to worship and getting books 
to read. 

They claim that their pamphjets 
arc ripped'up, that the six books 


recently bought for them arc never 
around, that the prison chaplains 
aren't listening to them. 

‘Tve been denied to, be able to 
practice my religion, from the time 
I got here until now,” inmate Don- 
ald Ro.ss said at the meeting. 

.Ross, 34, came to Airway 
Heights lust December from the 
Twin Rivers Corrections Center in 
Monroe. He was convicted of rape 
of u child. 

The inmate.s waited for months 
• to meet. They want their own orca 

outside to worship and to perfonn 

rituals, like the Native Americans 
have with fheirstveal lodge. 

The prisoil says it's doing what 
it can to respond to religious re- 
quests with limited resources. 

Chaplain David Bon went on a 
witch hunt on behalf of the Wic- 
cans in prison and finally found . 
Abigayle Murray, a 48-ycor-old 
. Spokane resident and practicing 
witch who Volunteered to work 
with the group. 

She will meet with the inmates 
at least once a month. The inmates 
will meet by themselves every 
Saturday. It’s not a coven. It’s a 
teaching group for solitary witch- 
es, who then can learn on their 
own. 

A decade ago, it was nearly im- 
possible to get tarot cards into a 
' prison, let alone a witch. 

Tlic Religious Freedom Restora- 
tion Act. poisscd almost two years 
ogo, changed that. The govern- 
ment now has to demonstrate 
"compelling state intcrc.<it'' in lim- 
iting the free exercise of religion. 

"It’s so new. we don’t know ex- 
actly how to comply with it,” said 
Rich Hewson, spokesman for Air- 
way Heights facility. ”We’rc in a 
mixed bag right now, and Chap- 
"lQln’BoirharTO'deal"with~rhatr“ 
He’s got his work cut out for 
him.” 

Although Wicca has been-wc- 
ognized since 1986, the Washing- 
ton Department of Corrections' 
policy adopted 'last year reflects 
the federal law ajd requires the 
prison to. try to treqt afl ^religions 
equally. ''' 



Boomers take helm 
of Reform Judaism

NEW YORK (AP) — Their fa- 
thcr’s generation fought anti- 
Semitism in their jobs, colleges and 
communities. 

It was a generation that came of 
age at the birth of Israel, and sup- 
ported the Jewish nation through 
wars and political turmoil. 

Now, at a time when American 
Jews are integrated into all areas of 
the nation's life and Israel is relative- 
ly secure, two baby boomers hre 
IcadingcJlcform Judaism into a new 
era when religion must find a com- 
pelling voice independent of Israel 
^ end ethnic tics._-- 

‘The issue for us is to really cstab- 
^ Jish ourselves as Jews,” said Rabbi 
yPau\ McnitofT, new head of (he Cen- 
^ tral Conference of American Rabbis. 
"For us, the world is open. If any- 
thing, we’re being killed with kind- 
ness.” 

McnitofT, 53, this year became ex- 
ecutive vice president of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis: 
Rabbi Erie H. Yoffic, 47, was recent- 
ly named president-elect of the 
Union of American Hebrew Congre- 
gations. 

They sec themselves as a new gen- 
eration of leaders sensitive to their 
fellow American-born baby 
boomers' search for the personal di- 
mension of faith. 

In a recent conversation with both 
- men at Yoffie’s office, they spoke of 
the need to rcinvigoratc synagogue 
worship and help the 1.3 million Re- 
form Jews in North America relate to 


a God that mokes a difference in 
their lives. "They wont worship flint 
is heartfelt, that is not perfunctory," 
YolTic said. "Tlic rabbinate and the 
laity recognize that it’s a new agenda 
now.” 

Yoffic, director of the Commis- 
sion on Social Action for Reform Ju- 
daism, had been criticized by some 
before his election as a candidate 
who would pul relatively greater em- 
phasis on politics thon theology. 

^ But in interviews and public state- 
ments, Yoffic has made clear he sees 
presenting a compelling religious vi- 
sion to its members as Reform Ju- 
daism’s greatest challenge. 

"Tlic purpose of our union remains 
what it has always been; to reignitc 
the. flame of Sinai in the hearts of our 
people, and to create synagogues 
which ore warm and welcoming 
communities with Torah at their cen- 
ter, ”'hc said. 

Mcnitoff said baby boomers arc 
confronting their own mortality, and 
arc searching for spirituality that of- 
fers a way of dealing wifli the cold- 
ness of the world. "We have to make 
Judaism so compelling for our chil-. 
dren, our adults, that Judaism is go- ' 
ing to be an integral part of their 
lives,” McnitofT said. 

Yoffic and McnitofT said there arc 
serious issues facing the Jewish com- 
munity. The intermarriogd rate has 
increased by a factor of 1 0 in the lo.st 
30 years, and apathy and assimila- 
tion also threaten (he religious viioli- 
ty of the community.

South had much to smile about 
when his trump suit proved to be 
friendly. But his happiness was 
shortlived. There was more to the 
game than picking up the trump 
suit without loss. 

The defense took the first three 
hearts, East’s ace winning the 
third round. East shifted to a low 
diamond and South was forced to 
win his ace. South started trumps, 
leading to dummy's king and fi- 
nessing on the way back. When 
his jack won, he offered, "We’re 
almost home, partner.” He nover- 
made it. He drew the lost trump, 
but when clubs split 4-1, there was 
no way to-avoid the diamond los- 
er. One down. 

South needed more thon good 
luck in trumps; he also had to an- 
ticipate possible misfortune in 
clubs. Careful timing would have 
landed the game. 

After winning his diamond ace, 
South leads a club to dummy’s 
queen and takes a first-round 
trump finesse. It wins and South 
cashes his trump ace and club 
king. If both.follow in clubs, a 
trump to dummy draws the last 
trump and the club suit runs. 
When West discards in clubs, 
South cashes dummy’s ace and 
ruffs a club to establish a fifth 
club. Finally, a trump to dummy’s 
king completes the job, South 
picking up both key suits without 
loss. 

What if the first-round trump fi- 
nesse had lost to a singleton 
trump queen? Then East would 
have had a natural trump trick 


and the gome was destined to fail 
anyway.
